This 
forcing parties to bring their cases twice bo- 
fore the same Judges, is unjust and oppressive, 
and tends to corrupt tho Bench. It produces a 
corrupt system of log-rolling, and I hope Wis- 
consin wilt never be uurscd with it again. 


Tho bill appropriating $2,50 per day each to 


Senators, while acting as a Court of Impeach- 
ment, was lost. It has been lost two or three 
times, but some anxious friend to it baa con- 
trived to find it again. 


From the course of legislation for the last 2 


or 3 days, a man need never despair of a bill 
until the session closes. Mo matter how many 
times it may be killed. They are great resur- 
rectionists here. 


A member said the other day, when speaking 


in behalf of one of these bills, " what if it ha* 
been killed. Let us resurrect it ; let corrup- 
tion be made to put on ineorraption ; let mor- 
tality put oa immortality."
